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School Board president endorses 
Supt. Kudlak’s closing decisions

“I support your decision on school 
closings,” said Van Buren Public Schools 
board president Keith Johnston at 
Monday’s regular meeting, addressing 
School Superintendent Pete Kudlak. “You 
took a lot of heat.” 

President Johnston said he would rather 
have Supt. Kudlak err on the side of caution 
in closing the schools on dangerously cold 
and icy days. 

“You did the right thing,” Johnston said. 

Supt. Kudlak told the board that earlier 
that day he hit the “submit” button to get 
waivers from the state for three of the 
“snow days” that were added to the six that 
are allowed by law. 

The Van Buren Public Schools had a total

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of 11 “snow days” so far this school year, 
so there are still two to make up. 

Supt. Kudlak said by law, schools have 
to have at least 180 days with at least 1,098 
hours of instruction. If the state decides to 
allow either 180 days or 1,098 hours, the 
Van Buren district could have longer days 
in the coming months to make up the time. 

Or, districts could have the 180 
instructional days requirement waived if 
legislation is introduced, makes it to the 
governor’s desk and is signed. 

In a related report, Human Resources 
Director Abdul Madyun said two school 
maintenance workers were out very early 
on Feb. 21 to layer kitty litter on the slick 
rural roadways leading up to railroad 
crossings to provide traction for buses in 
Sumpter and Van Buren townships, when 
they saw a flashing light. 

Workers Joey Weick and Shelia 
Weginenka said they investigated and 
found an elderly man had slipped in his 
driveway and was on the ground. 

They helped him up and got him back into 
his home. They asked if there was anything 
they could do for him and he asked them to 
get his mail, which they did. The incident 
was in the 14000 block of Elwell Road. 

In other business at Monday’s school 
board meeting, the board: 

e Approved the second, and final, reading 
of a board policy update recommended to 
#6146 by Thrun Law Firm, to comply with 
IRS guidance; 

e Heard reports by board members Susan 
Featheringill, Darlene Loyer Gerick, Amy 
Pierce, and Calvin Hawkins on board 
member certification classes they took 
at the Michigan Association of School 
Boards’ Winter Institute at the Detroit 
Marriott hotel, Feb. 8-10; 

e Approved hiring Kevin Danner as a 
Belleville High School custodian as of 
Feb. 11;

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VBT Environmental Commission gets details on Feb. 28 workshop

At its regular meeting Feb. 20, the 
Van Buren Township Environmental 
Commission received details on the Feb. 
28 Lake Workshop that will be held at 6 
p.m. in the newly refurbished township 
board meeting room. 
Public Services Director Matthew Best 
said letters have been sent out to lakeside 


residents and an advertisement was 
placed in the Independent to announce the 
meeting. 


Director Best said the doors will open 
at 5:45 p.m. and an opportunity to visit 
stations in the Otisville-Sheldon room will 
be available from 6 to 7 p.m. He said lake 
contractors, VBT staff members, and State 
of Michigan Inland Lakes and Streams staff 
will be at tables for one-on-one meetings 
with residents. They will not be able to get 
into specific issues about properties, Best 
said. 

“We are not promoting one contractor 
over another,” he said. 

At 7 p.m., Best will give a short 
presentation, explaining that if a resident is 
going to do a lakeshore project, this is what 
you have to do. He will explain the lake 
letter from the township, the state permit, 
and federal permit. 

“We will outline what you’re allowed 
to do with and without a permit, and the 
basics of a state permit, and when you need 


to get involved with professional people.” 

He said they will also talk about the FERC 
(Federal Energy Regulation Commission) 
permit, what Bayshore had to do to get 
a 99-year lease for a marina and what 
triggers that. 

“We’re not going to get in specifics of the 
lake draw down because we don’t have the 
specifics,” Best said, noting he is waiting 
to hear from the operators of the dam on 
their permit for a draw down. 

“TIl give them what I have on drawdowns, 
PFAs,” he said. 

“We’ll try not to turn it into a complaint 
session,” Best said. He said there will be 
a half hour set aside for questions and 
answers on permits and what can be done. 

Best said if someone asks, “I have a 
boathouse and are you going to tear it 
down...?” we won’t go there. 

Best said the township just received 
permanent “Do Not Eat the Fish” signs 
from the state and there already are signs at 
the two state launches. The township will 
put them at French Landing, Van Buren 
Park, Sandy’s Marina, and other locations. 

At the meeting, the township will have 
staff taking down questions and they will 
get the answers. The Frequently Asked 
Questions will be posted on the township 
website. The presentation will be placed 
there, too, he said. 

“Depending on how long it goes, people 
can mill around. We want to make sure 


everyone has the opportunity to be heard,” 
Best said. 

Best also said a table will be set up so 
volunteers can sign up for the lake draw 
down and other projects. That will put 
them on an email list for information on 
the lake draw down. 

Members of the Environmental 
Commission said they are planning to 
attend the meeting. 

Commission chairman David Brownlee 
said even if you live in the City of 
Belleville, you have to apply to VBT to 
build a boat house, anything with a roof, 
or a seawall. He said those building on the 
shore need a lake letter from VBT because 
the MDEQ requires it. 

He also said a permit is required to 
remove trees embedded in the sand in the 
lake. 

Best said he will answer milfoil questions 
if they come up. He noted the township 
did not get the milfoil removal grant they 
applied for. The township was not selected 
in the first round and, “We’re probably not 
going to get it.” 

He said the MDNR and DEQ authorize 
chemicals to kill species-specific plants 
and they have to be applied legally. 

Best said he will touch on the coal tar 
ordinance, so everyone will be aware of it. 
He said he got a call earlier that day from 
Charlotte and spent 20 minutes on the 
phone discussing the coal tar program. 


“It’s a big plus to protect our waters,” 
Best said. 

In other business at the 59-minute 
meeting, the commission: 

e Heard Best say the fire at the Waste 
Management landfill at about 8:30 a.m. 
Sunday, Feb. 17, was apparently from a hot 
load. He said sometimes people put coals 
from a fire into the trash and it can smolder 
and cause a fire at the dump. He said the 
fire was on the Van Buren side of the dump 
and Canton Fire Department gave mutual 
aid. He said he got his information from 
the Waste Management representative who 
attended the township board meeting the 
previous evening; 

e Heard Best announce the EPA had 
just released an Action Plan on PFAs. He 
said he would send the 63-page plan to 
commission members by email; and 

e Heard Brownlee say he had planned 
to have Dan Brown from the Huron River 
Watershed Council come to that evening’s 
meeting to educate the commission on 
PFAs and the current status in the Huron 
River watershed. Brownlee said Brown 
first was booked for the February meeting, 
then it was postponed until March, and 
now he is scheduled to attend the April 
17 meeting. “He’s a very busy person,” 
Brownlee said. 


Van Buren Twp. board votes 5-2 for renovations to private dance studio

At its regular meeting Feb. 19, the 
Van Buren Township Board of Trustees 
approved, on a5-2 vote, spending $162,000 
to upgrade the private dance studio at 
township hall and the area around it. 

It wasn’t easy getting to this vote and 
approval. Two weeks earlier the contract 
for the project was put off for two weeks 
because of questions board members had. 

Then, at the Feb. 19 work/study session 
at 4 p.m. before the 7 p.m. regular meeting, 
board members said they didn’t get their 
questions answered and Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara agreed to take the contract off 
the meeting agenda at 7 p.m. for another 
two weeks. 

But, at the regular meeting the item 
was still on the agenda and one of the 
board members that had opposed the 
construction, now was in favor, so it was 
kept on the agenda and the vote passed. 

At the work/study session Supervisor 
McNamara said to the board, “Whatever 
you decide, I’m OK.” 

He explained that $40,000 was spent on 
architectural engineering on this line item. 


$65,000 was targeted for the dance studio 
and $55,000 to enlarge the foyer so the 
parents of the dance studio students would 
have a better waiting area and not have to 
sit on the floor in the hallway, the way they 
do now. 

He said these needs were pointed out 
by a space needs study. He said the work 
in the foyer would change the location of 
the Recreation Center counter so there is a 
better view of the door. 

When there were questions about the 
$7,500 being spent for the Jitterbug Elite 
dance studio new built-in trophy case, 
McNamara said he had no problem with 
removing that or the $2,400 bench for the 
parents. But, when it got to the final vote 
the trophy case and bench were still a part 
of the project. 

Voting no against the project at the 
regular meeting were Trustees Paul White 
and Reggie Miller. 

Trustee White was troubled by the 
unwritten agreement, just discovered, 
that allowed dance class owner Jennifer 
Valinski to keep 80% of the business 
income, while 20% went to the township. 
McNamara said that would be changed to 


60-40, but White wanted to see that in a 
signed contract. It was learned Valinski 
had given the township about $1,700 a year 
for the past 16 years. Later he pointed out 
changing the percentage will mean a hefty 
hike in payment for the studio and she 
might not agree. 

Trustee Miller was concerned about the 
procedure. She said after the Feb. 4 work/ 
study session, McNamara said the project 
was dead and wouldn’t be coming back, 
so she submitted no questions because she 
thought it was no longer coming to the 
board. 

McNamara had said three board members 
told him they were against it so he thought 
it had no support. Later, in discussions, 
Clerk Leon Wright and Trustee Kevin 
Martin, who the supervisor referred to as 
being against bringing the item back, both 
publicly stated that they did not tell him 
they were against it. 

“I don’t know where in creation you 
thought we were against it,’ Clerk Wright 
said to McNamara. “You didn’t hear me 
say that. 

“I’m not going to talk about it any more,” 
McNamara said. 


McNamara brought it back to the work/ 
study session and then, after getting 
consensus to take it off the regular agenda 
that night, left it on the agenda, which led 
to the vote. 

Public Services Director Matthew Best, 
who presented the details to the board, at 
first told of building a “fancy floor” for the 
dance business, along with mirrors on the 
walls and bars for the students. He said the 
waiting area for the parents of the students 
needed to be enlarged so they wouldn’t 
have to sit on the floor. 

Valinski told the board she has a very 
small storage area so this new storage area 
planned for her would be a great help. She 
complained about the floor being uneven 
and dangerous for students and that she 
still wouldn’t have enough room. 

Best said the built-in trophy case would 
allow her to display the dance trophies in a 
better way, since now they are in a display 
case near the door to her studio, which takes 
up space. He said the fabric on the studio 
wall that looks like glass tears around the 
edges and mirrors will be an improvement. 

At the Feb. 19 work/study session, he

At my son’s weather station on Haggerty

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A reader had come in to ask about all the 
dogs that came into Willow Run Airport 
on Valentine’s Day. We didn’t know what 
that was all about, but in Sunday’s Detroit 
Free Press there was a story explaining that 
91 small dogs were brought to Michigan 
from Fresno, CA, because they were in 
an overcrowded shelter and fated for 
euthanasia. 

The Free Press story said the issue 
of too many Chihuahuas in California 
shelters goes back as far as 10 years ago 
when the Associated Press reported that 
experts blamed pop-culture fans imitating 
celebrities seen toting small dogs in public. 
Many Chihuahuas were abandoned and 
even in 2009 the little dogs were transported 
by air to other states for adoption.

something must be done to save our kids. 


A reader from Sumpter Township said 
she got a scam call from Hudson, FL and 
the man said her computer was messed up 
and he needed to go in to fix it. “Don’t let 
them,” she warned. “I did and I was hacked 
that way.”

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What other special 
privileges do they get? 


To the editor: 

I am writing about the renovations of 
$162k to the Jitterbug Dance Studio which 
is privately run by Jennifer Valinski. This 
is a FOR-PROFIT business being run out 
of the township building. 

For the last 16 years Mrs. Valinski has 
enjoyed 80% of the profits paying only 
$1,700 per year to the township? That 
$1,700 includes space, all utilities, parking, 
advertising, etc.? That’s roughly $140 per 
month. 

She gets this special treatment because 
-- her husband works for the VBT police 
department? Does she pay for a C of O? 
Inspections? Renewals? Can the public use 
that space at all if she is there five days a 
week? 

I run a business myself and pay a hefty 
monthly rent PLUS all of my utilities. I 
also have to endure bi-annual inspections 
and fees related to that. I hold a pricey 
insurance policy for my business. I live in 
VBT, but decided to keep my business in 
a neighboring community because of the 
pile of nonsense they put you through just 
to open your doors. 

About 14 years ago I asked the township 
if I could use one of the rooms on a monthly 
basis for a 1-2 day workshop related to one 
of my businesses and was told that I could 
NOT hold a FOR-PROFIT workshop in 
the township building. 

But Jennifer has a 16-year business 
being run out of the same building for 
next to nothing in costs AND now we, the 
taxpayers, are going to foot the $162k bill 
to renovate the space she uses for profit? 

I’m sick and tired of the double standards 
in this township. This is no different than 
Driver’s Advantage operating out of the 
Sumpter Road Fire Department for $10 
until they were called out on it. Now, 
Driver’s Advantage operates their business 
out of the Belleville Chamber of Commerce 
building on a regular basis. And they get 
to do this because the owner is/was a VBT 
police officer? 

And a while back, because someone at 
the township liked a particular book, the 
author was allowed to do a book signing 
WITH purchase of the book at the township 
building. 

Must be nice to run your business any 
place you want practically without costs 
just because you or your spouse works 
for VBT. What other special privileges 
do township workers/spouses get that we 
don’t even know about?

Belleville council directs 
attorney to write opt-out 
ordinance on marijuana 


After a lengthy presentation on the law 
passed by Michigan voters on Nov. 6, 
the Belleville City Council directed city 
attorney Steve Hitchcock to prepare the 
needed ordinance so the council can vote 
to opt out of having marijuana businesses 
in the city. 

At its Feb. 19 meeting, the council 
asked dozens of questions of Hitchcock 
concerning the law. He emphasized the 
voters approved recreational marijuana, so 
the ordinance they pass will only be about 
businesses. Hitchcock said although there 
were 100 words or less on the ballot, the 
statute approved is 21 pages. 

Councilman Tom Fielder made the 
motion to authorize the attorney to draw up 
the ordinance and, “get this thing off the 
ground.” The council unanimously passed 
the motion.

shifted his presentation away from how 
nice it will make the dance studio to this 
work being essential to starting renovations 
of the township hall which is more than 
20 years old. The foyer by the door to the 
recreation department was needed as a 
new entry to the renovated recreation area 
which could possibly be enlarged in the 
future. 

In the half hour between the Feb. 19 work/ 
study session and the regular meeting, Best 
took a group of people down the hall from 
the meeting room to the dance studio area 
to show them the situation. Included in 
the group were Trustees Frazier, Martin, 
and White. He showed them the walls 
that needed to be moved and the floor that 
needed replacement. 

When the Independent asked Recreation 
Director Jennifer Wright about her 
recreation department storage room that 
is being eliminated by the wall movement, 
she said she will be able to store her items 
offsite in a township warehouse. 

Trustee Frazier explained her change 
from being against the project to being for 
it. 

“We had a work/study session with a lot of 
questions and I’m disappointed we didn’t 
get answers from the directors,” Frazier 
said, adding, “I’m sorry if I offended the 
director here. We had legitimate questions. 

“However, after going outside and getting 
some fresh air, I thought about the contract

with Cross Renovations and how they 
may not keep their bid in the same way as 
proposed now. So, I changed my mind. 

“I was never against enlarging the 
reception area,” she said, adding it would 
help in moving people in and out. And, if 
the township puts on an addition there in 
the future, it certainly would be an asset. 

“I certainly want to see other classes use 
it,” she said, naming Jazzercise, karate, and 
yoga. 

Trustee White said he thinks the reason 
Frazier changed her mind was because Best 
told the people in the hall that the contract 
quote that was offered in September was 
likely not to be available in two more 
weeks. 

“I think it intimidated some people 

. I don’t like being pushed like that ... 
intimidating trustees,” White said. “I find it 
very disappointing and objectionable.” 

“I certainly am not a person who 
intimidates easily,” Frazier said, pointing 
to her 40 years in real estate. “Believe me, 
I am not intimidated by Matt Best. Sorry, 
Matt.” 

Trustee Miller went back over the events 
that led up to approval of the projects. 
She said she talked to the supervisor 
the previous week and he said he had a 
consensus. 

“I thought it was done,” McNamara cut 
in. 

“You told me, ‘I’m not dealing with 
this any more’ and on Sunday I see it on 
the agenda because we have two board

members who insisted it be back on the 
agenda,” Miller said. “You said all your 
questions will bring forward answers and 
paperwork from Matt Best will be at the 
work study.” 

She said that Presidents’ Day pushed the 
work/study and regular meeting to be both 
on one night.

Joshua Arthur Sauter, 41, came before 
34th District Court Judge David Parrott on 
Feb. 13 with six cases against him. 

He was delivered to the court from the 
Wayne County Jail where he was being 
held. Sitting with Sauter at the table in the 
courtroom were his attorney James Kelly 
and Sauter’s stepfather, who is also an 
attorney. 

Judge Parrott said there were two civil 


infractions and two misdemeanor cases, 
besides the two felony cases and he wanted 
to take of the four lesser charges first. 

Sauter agreed to plead guilty to a “driving 
while license suspended” charge and Judge 
Parrott dismissed the “no authorized 
license on person.” Sauter was credited 
with time-served and that case was closed. 
He also pled guilty to an Aug. 14 charge in 
Van Buren Township of operating a motor 
vehicle while license suspended. The other 
two cases were dismissed. 

After Judge Parrott took a brief break 
to look through a thick file, he returned 
and defense attorney Kelly waived a 
preliminary exam on a felony charge of 
larceny by conversion, between $1,000

and $20,000 in the City of Belleville on 
Dec. 28, 2017. Sauter is due to be at the 
Frank Murphy Hall of Justice at 9 a.m. Feb. 
20 for an arraignment on the information. 
Bond was set at $10,000/10%. 

The only case left to deal with was one 
count of assault with a deadly weapon, 
child abuse-4, and domestic violence on 
Dec. 26 in Van Buren Township. 

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor Larry 
King called his only witness, Stephanie 
Cody, who testified that at 1 p.m., Dec. 
26 the two were in their home in Trilogy 
Apartments in Van Buren Township with 
their one-year-old son. 

She said they had been arguing and he 
was standing and she was on the couch. 

“We had been arguing for 24 hours 
straight,” she said, testifying that he 
threatened to kill her with the foot-long 
hunting knife he held in his hand. 

She testified he threatened to stab her and 
watch her bleed. She said he then stabbed 
the table in front of her. Prosecutor King 
produced two pictures of the knife hole in 
the table, which were entered as Exhibits 
1 and 2. 

She said she felt her life was in danger. 

Defense attorney King asked her why she 
didn’t try to get away and she said when 
she tried to stand up he pushed her down 
multiple times. She said the table in front 
of the couch was about 2.5’ x 4’ in size. 

She said he was off his bipolar medication, 
and she was afraid, “but didn’t feel he 
would otherwise hurt me.” 

Prosecutor King asked if the situation 
wasn’t that she was not typically afraid, 
but this time she was in fear of harm, and 
she agreed. 

Judge Parrott bound him over to circuit 
court for the same time and date as the 
other charge that he waived an exam on: 
9 a.m., Feb. 20, for his arraignment on the 
information. 

On Feb. 20, Circuit Court Judge James 
Chylinski accepted Sauter’s plea of guilty 
to assault with a dangerous weapon and the 
child abuse and domestic violence charges 
were dismissed. Sentencing will be March 
7 on this charge and a motion hearing 
will be held on the larceny by conversion 
charge. 

Kaitlyn Marie McDaniel 

Kaitlyn Marie McDaniel, 18, pled guilty 
to larceny of more than $200 but less than 
$1,000 and the felony charge of uttering 
and publishing was dismissed. She was 
sentenced under the Holmes Youthful 
Trainee Act (HYTA), which will wipe the 
crime from her record after 12 months if 
she has no further violations.
